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The presentation aims at reviewing a few studies in the areas of Web-based Learning 
and e-Learning Technologies with a view to empowering the Educators and Learners becoming 


effective co-creators of knowledge in the form of OERs. 


While reviewing a few studies in the said areas, a number of interesting findings 


emerged as detailed below: 


There is significant or no significant difference among different web-based 
instructional strategies in terms of their effectiveness in realizing the instructional objectives 
in different subjects. While some strategies are more effective when compared to some other 
strategies, certain strategies remain the same in terms of their effectiveness in realising the 
instructional objectives. Teaching through web integrated instructional package significantly 
improves the score of disabled learners. It is also found that though the age and gender are the 
predictors of learner achievement in face-to-face situations of learning environment, neither 
age nor gender impacts on their accomplishment in learning. The collaboration in using a web- 
based tool influences knowledge development besides providing insights into the integrated 
spectrum of self-regulation in learning. Synchronous computer mediated communication also 
found to have enhanced the oral fluency of the students. Again, it is to note that affordances 
of web-based communication breakdown the linguistic and geographical hindrances besides 
allowing the learners to engage in meaningful interactions improving their language skills. The 
use of animations, power point presentations, CDs or Audio Visuals has more impact on 
learners’ mind compared to traditional teaching. It is also to note that the usage of wiki 
facilitates learners’ speech preparation process specially in receiving feedback besides 


improving their speech delivery. 


Language learning activities designed and supported by multimedia web annotation 
system influence learners’ writing and speaking performance in addition to promoting learning 


achievement. Learners are actively engaged in technology enhanced activities besides 


motivated to learn the language outside the classroom environment. The constructivist-based 
strategies in online learning facilitates the learners in addition to making them to be more 
responsible and self-directed in their learning in the context of collaborative and authentic 
learning environment. Communicative language learning via online in collaborative activities 
fosters the second language writing and reading skills in addition to increasing communicative 
ability, stimulating motivation and providing flexible context for language learning. Some 
learners prefer reading texts to watching video clips while others learn better from watching 
video clips than reading texts on the terminal. The web-based education has positive effects in 
improving the academic achievement besides enhancing their motivation for learning and 
interest in the subjects being learnt. Encouraging the learners for their self-monitoring strategy 
could make the web-based leaning quite successful. They experience the pleasure of learning 
by increasing their learning possibilities. It is interesting to note that the learners have positive 
attitude towards the web-based projects in addition to improving their cooperation, hospitality 
knowledge, cognitive skills and computer literacy. The online interactive multimedia 
environment enhances learners’ language skills such as listening, pronunciation, vocabulary 
and grammar besides showing their high satisfaction level with the entire program. Again, the 
activities implemented through the use of technology increase the interdependency and 


collaboration of the learners in language learning. 


Prospective teachers do not use e-learning sources at one hand but on the other hand 
their knowledge about the worth of e-learning sources for individualised instruction; 
development of skills like virtual lab, discussion, lesson plan; classroom management, etc. are 
not properly exploited. It is pathetic to note that both teachers and learners alike, lack 
meaningful support systems and opportunities to actively participate in e-Learning programs. 
It is also noted that there is no meaningful link found between schools and industry, nor is there 
adequate financial support in place for the implementation of e-Learning systems. Again, it is 
to know that the e-Learning has been suggested as an alternative approach that can overcome 
many of the challenges involved in reaching underserved students. Integrating online study 
guides save labour costs besides increasing the learners’ satisfaction while maintaining their 
performance. The qualitative feedback from the users revealed that learners appreciate the easy 
access, integrated and interactive approach of the instructional material, concise PowerPoint 
presentation, demonstration video and the on-line case discussion via the Web CT platform. 
Visual component of the e-learning experience is stressed as a significant feature for effective 


content development and delivery. At the same time, the adoption of new interaction 


paradigms based on multi-dimensional metaphors and perceptive interfaces can be used as a 
promising direction towards more natural and effective learning experiences. It is found that a 
large number of learners make use of the online lecture notes besides devoting more amount 


of online study time to review multiple-choice questions. 


Before concluding the presentation, it is to insist that through research studies in 
exploring and exploiting the OERs, we have to find out why the different learners show 
difference in their learning efficacy towards realizing the envisaged instructional objectives. 
Perhaps, not knowing how to exploit the various multimedia resources inbuilt with OERs or 
even by adopting the traditional way of studying only through the text, the learners show such 


differences in their learning outcomes.
